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DEATH OF MRS. FREEMAN. 


About the middle of June 1778 three women went out from West’s 
fort to gather greens in a field adjoining and while thus engaged werr at- 
tacked by four Indians lying in wait. Onc gun only was fired and the ball 
from it passed through the bonnet of Mrs. Hacker who screamed alond 
and ran with the others towards the Fort. 

An Indian having in his hand a long staff with a spear in one end, 
pursuing closcly after them, thrust it at Mrs. Freeman with such violence 
that entering her hack just below the shoulder it came out at her ieft 
breast. With his tomahawk he cleft the upper part of her head and car- 
ried it off to save the scalp. 

The screams of the women alarmed the men in the fort, and seizing 
their guns they rau out just as Mrs. Freeman fell. Several guns were 
fired at the Indian while he was getting her senlp bui with no effect. 
They served, however, to warn the men who went out that danger was at 
hand, and they quiekly came in. ; 

Jesse Hughes and John Schooleraft, who were out. in making their 
way to the fort, carne very near two Indians standing by the fence looking 
towards the men at West’s so intently that they did not perecive any one 
near them. They, however, were observed by Tiughes and Schoolcraft who 
avoiding them taade their way in safety. Hughes immediately took up his gun 
and Jeatning the fate of Mrs. Freeman went swith some others to bring in 
the corpse. While.there ho propesed io go aud show them how near he 
had appreached the Indians after the alarm had been given, before he 
saw them. 

Charles and Alexander West, Elias Tiughes, James Brown and John 
Sleeth went with him. Before they arrived at the place one of the Indians 
was heard to howl like a wolf, and the men with Hughes moved on in the 
direction from which the sound proceuled. Supposing that they were 
then near the spot Jesse Hughes howled in like manner and being instantly 
answered they ran to the point of the hill and looking over it saw two 
Indians coring towards them. Hughes fired and ens of them fell. The 
other took to fight. Being pursued by the whites he stught shelter in a 
thicket of brush and while they were proceeding to intereept him at his 
coming out, he returned by the way he had entered and made his escape. 
The wounded Indian likewise got off. When the whites were in pursuit 
of the one who took to fight they passed near to him who had fallen and 
one of the men was for stopping and finishing him, hut Hughes called to 
him ‘‘he is safe, let us have the other,’’ and they all pressed forward. On 
their return however he was gone, and although his free bleeding enabled 
them to pursue his track readily for awhile, yet a heavy shower of rain 
cxon falling, all trace of him was quickly lost, and could not be after- 
wards regained. 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN. JAMES BOOTH AND CAPTURE OF

Another genealogist researching the Freeman Family Tree states that the 
above mentioned Mrs. Freeman was the wife of Edmond Freeman, Samuel's 
father. He also states that at a later date Edmond married the widow of 
James Booth, the captain mentioned in the article at the bottom of the page. 
I have no proof of this but they did live on adjoining properties and it 1s 
quite possible they did marry. At that time, in Virginia, the land was very 
sparsely settled and marriageable people of any age were quite scarce.

Notes for EDMOND FREEMAN: 

There is very little information available on Edmond Freeman, the father of Samuel Freeman. 
He was one of the early settlers of that part of Virginia that later became West Virginia. 

There is speculation as to the fact that he was the husband of the Mrs. Freeman who was 
killed by Indians outside of West's fort and also to the fact that he later married the widow of 
James Booth who was also killed by Indians They lived on adjoining parcels of land and at 
that time the population of Monongalia County was very sparse. It seems logical, if the above 
facts are correct, that Edmond and Mrs. Booth could have married. 
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The following excerpts from various records are the only pieces of information I could find 
that pertained to Edmond Freeman. In several instances his first name was mistakenly notated 
as Edom or Edmon. This was a common mistake in early records because the persons 
writing the names would use their own phonetic spelling for a word they were not familiar 
with. 
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From "The Monongalia Story" written by Earl L. Core:

County on a branch of Decker's Creek adjoining lands granted to John Jacobs to include his 
Settlement made thereon in the year 1775.

In November, 1777 group of settlers sent the following legislative petition to Augusta 
County, Virginia: 


We are informed that the old part of Augusta are Petitioning to have the same divided into 
Smaller Counties for the Conveniency of the People. We your Petitioners - humbly pray we 
may not be join'd to any county tht lies to the East of the Allengnia Mountains, nor included in 
any County on the Waters of the James River or the South branch of the Powtomack, nor 
Monongalia County, for we flatter ourselves we are able to Build & Support buildings 
necessary for County town - There fore we your Petitioners - humbly request your 
Hobourable House would take their case under your consideration & Grant them a New 
County including the Tiger's Valley Settlement & the Settlement on the Westfork of the 
Monongalia and also theBuckannan's Creek Settlement which will greatly ease your 
Petitioners and Very as in duty shall ever Pray. 


Edmon (Edmond) Freeman is a signer of this petition which is a handwritten copy in the 
Virginia Archives. 
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Edmond Freeman is also included in the Heads of Families list for Monongalia County in 
Virginia, 1782.

In the year 1784 the county of Harrison was formed from part of Monongalia County and at 
the June term of the Harrison County Court in 1785 an order was entered that list of all 
whites and buildings should be taken. Thomas Cheney's list of tithables from the mouth of the 
West Fork River up to Simpson's Creek, including the Valley River, Booth's Creek, Batley's 
Run and Bingerman Creek included the name of Edom (Edmond) Freeman.

Samuel Freeman was a farmer and served in the Revolutionary War. On August 3, 1784 he 
was appointed constable of Clarksburg, Harrison County, Virginia.( West Virginia did not 
become a state until 1863, previous to that time it was still part of Virginia )

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Samuel Freeman 1s also listed in Mononglia Sims Index as having 500 acres on Pedlar's Run 
in 1794. 


In May of 1820 Samuel sold 101 acres on the west bank of the West Fork River to William A. 
and Rhoda (Shinn) Sandy. This land is just south of Worthington and was later called 
Sunnybrook Farm. 


On June 16, 1820 Samuel Freeman bought 80 acres in Richland County. Ohio for $2.00/ac 
described as the W 1/2 SW 1/4 of SECS. 


December 28, 1835; Date the deed was written (Vol 30, Pg.334). Samuel Freeman of 
Richland County, Ohio sold the W 1/2 SW 1/4 Sec 5 T25N-R17W (80 acres) to Seth N. 
Alexander for $900.00. Samuel signed. Witness: John C. Myers ( Justice of the Peace). 
Recorded Jan. 22, 1836. 
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In his later years he moved to Richland County in Ohio and lived with his sons who had 
located there. He had difficulty trying to collect his pension as a Revolutionary War soldier 
even though there is evidence of his war service in the National Archives at Washington, 
D.C> 


Following is the text of two manuscripts pertaining to his quest for a pension. The first is a 
court record of a deposition given by Samuel to be used as evidence in obtaining his pension. 
| have taken the liberty to add punctuation that was missing from the original document: 
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On this 24th day of October, eighteen thirty-two, in open court in the Court of Common Pleas 
of Richland County, personally appeared before the Judges thereof now Samuel Freeman of 
Clear Creek Township in Richland County, aged 70 years, who being first duly sworn 
according to law doth on his oath make the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit 
of the act of Congress passed June 7, 1832. 


That he entered the service of the United States in April in the year 1779 at Rogers Fort in 
Monongahila County in Virginia under Capt. Robert Ferrell (John Gruer was Lieutenant). 
Was marched to what was called Old Fort where they staid two or three weeks, recruiting. 
From thence was marched by Fort Pitt to the mouth of Cat Fish Creek. Staid there some two 
or three weeks, does not remember the precise time. From there we were marched by Big 
Beaver (where there were some troops stationed ) to Wheeling. Staid at Wheeling some 
weeks recruiting. From thence went down the Ohio River in boats under the command of 
General Clark. Landed on an island below the mouth of the Big Canauga and staid there all 
night and part of the next day, waiting for Laughery who was following the army. As he did 
not arrive, Gen. Clark left a sergeant by the name of John Stackhouse with a boat and 
sergeant's guard with letters to Laughery containing directions for following the army. 


The sergeant after staying there as long as directed and Laughery not coming on, he follows 
the army to the mouth of the mouth of the Big Miami and he and his eight men were taken 
prisoners by the Indians. 


We then proceeded down the river to the falls of Ohio. Laughery in following the army down 
the river was killed and all of his men were either killed or taken by the Indians at the mouth 
of Big Miami. After Laughtery's defeat the older Indians took the prisoners and booty and 
went home and the younger ones crossed the river and attacked Col. Boon upon the left hand 
fork of the Salt River. 


After the Indians had attacked the fort for two days in succession about half the people in the 
fort left it to go further down the river where the country was more thickly populated, 
accompanied by 40 of the light horse. They were way-laid on the road and almost all the 
settlers men, women, and children and thirty of the light horse, who accompanied them as a 
guard, were killed. 


Gen. Clark, hearing of this massacre, ordered five hundred men to proceed up Salt River to 
attack the Indiana & also to take care of the dead. He was one of the party. We were 
marched up the river and in a day and a half came to the place where the massacre had been 
committed. They buried the dead and followed the Indians a northerly course until it was 
discovered that the Indians had re crossed the Ohio and then returned to the fort at the falls. 
Our party being so small that it was thought imprudent to follow them over the river. 


In our way back we removed Col. Boon and those that were with him down near the falls. 
From the falls the whole body were marched to the Spring station. From thence to the Crab 
Orchard, from thence to Eugishe'’s Station, thence to the head of Cumberland, thence to 
Powell's Valley, from thence to Sew River, thence to Greenbriar, thence to Clover Licks, 
thence to Tiger's Valley, thence to Roger's Fort from whence he started and received from 
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Copies of Samuel Freeman's Revolutionary War pay vouchers. 
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Marriage record of Samuel Freeman and Sarah Ticker. 


Capt. Ferrell a discharge which he has lost. 
In this tour he served eleven months. 


Again in April 1781 he entered into the service of the United States as an Indian Spy under 
Capt. Thomas Chaney. His comrade was Charles Harris who was then about forty years of 
age and who he supposes is now dead. His route was from Boon's Fort across the West Fork, 
then up Teerbaugh Creek to Tetrick's Fork, thence over to Buffalo Creek, thence up to the 
Warrior Fork, thence to Owen Dayog's Fork, thence to the head of Bindeman Creek, from 
thence to Ten Mile Creek , thence to the fort. 


This route they travelled in three days then rested one day and sometimes two days and then 
round again. And so continued to travel and watch for Indians for the space of six months and 
was then regularly discharged and received from his captain a certificate of his service which 
he gave to Col. Wilson to send on and get his pay and that is the last he has heard of it and got 
no pay. 


Again in the summer of 1782 at Ten Mile in the same county he entered the service of the 
United States as a drafted Militia Man, it being the turn of the class to which he belonged to 
go out. He was under Capt. Thomas Chaney and stationed at Robison’'s - Wilson was the 
Colonel. He served two months and was dismissed bur got no discharge. 


In the fall of 1782 he went into Kentucky to view the country and at Washington he again 
entered the service of the United States as a volunteer under Capt. Helm. He was appointed 
sergeant and acted as such. He marched from Washington to Cabin Creek, thence to 
Kennekenick, thence to Fox Creek, thence round back for provisions and continued to march 
on this rout for two months and was dismissed. He received a certificate of service from his 
Captain which he sold to a man in Kentucky whose name he has forgotten. 


He knows of the existence of no documentary evidence by which his services can be proven 
nor of no person whose testimony he can procure to prove his services except the deposition 
of Mr. Barnes herewith transmitted. 


He hereby relinquishes every claim whatever to any pension or annuity except the present and 
declared his name is not upon the pension roll of any agency in any state. 


After the war he removed to Harrison County, Virginia where he resided till about the year 
1820 when he removed to his present residence where he has resided ever since. 
( Signed ) Samuel Freeman

We, James Henry, a clergyman residing in the township of Clear Creek, Richland County, 
Ohio and Benjamin Hoyt, residing in the same place, hereby certify that we are well 
acquainted with Samuel Freeman who has subscribed and sworn to the above declaration, that 
we believe him to be seventy years of age, that he is respected and believed in the 
neighborhood where he resides to have been a soldier of the Revolution and that we concur in 
that opinion.

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The following is a letter written to James L. Edwards, Commissioner of Pensions, by 
Samuel's son, Freeman: 


Clear Creek 10th May, 1836 


Dear Sir: 

Father has received a certificate from the Honorable William Patterson for his services, a 
certificate to the amount of twenty dollars per year together with a letter informing him that it 
was all and the best he could do for him for you did not see yourself clear in doing anymore. 


Now when I reflect on hearing my father tell of the many difficulties, danger, fatigue and loss 
of property sustained by the Indians, not only while in the services of the United States but 
until the termination of the Indian war. Knowing myself, not from my father only but from 
others and by one who served with him, that he has performed these services as he himself 
declares and it seems to be hard that now in his old age that he should, for the want of positive 
proof, be deprived of the benefit of the Act for Relief of Surviving Revolutionary Soldiers and 
fail in obtaining pay for more than two thirds of his term. 


Now the law says that the applicant shall make the best proof in his power and that the 
testimony evidence is deemed very important. My father thought for some time that he would 
go to Harrison County, Va. to get all the proof in his power but on account of bodily infirmity

he has declined and was in hopes that he would obtain his pension without so much trouble. 


I would inform you also that I have not been able to tend to his business on account of being 
lame and afflicted for many years with an inward weakening and my debilities at present are 
so great that I am not capable of doing any ordinary business whatever, which makes me more 
anxious to obtain my father's rite as it would be of great aid to us in our present situation. 


And I now wish you to inform me whether there is yet any chance to obtain pay for the whole 
time of his service, whether it will not suffice if I shall get the opinion of the old settlers in the 
neighborhood in Harrison County, Va. where he formerly lived for many years and that there 
is no doubt existing there. I also think I can find two or three men who are worthy of credit 
and was personally acquainted with the man who served with father when he was an Indian 
spy and who will certify they have heard him relate their services which I think ought to be 
satisfactory enough with what he has already done. 


Please, sir, to send me a few lines and inform me whether those circumstances 
will not be evidence enough- your compliance, dear sir, will oblige.

Notes for WILLIAM eS 


The folldacitin is an account of a , hunting expedition that included William 

Freeman as a hunter. The first paragraph concerns Elias Ford, a friend and neighbor of 
William. I have included it with this account because it gives some knowledge of what living 
was like at that time in Ohio. 


From the book, "A History of Ashland County" 
( At this time Ashland was still part of Richland County) 
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Within sight of Mr. Ford's cabin were six Indian camps. His first acquaintance with the 
occupants of these camps occurred on the morning after his arrival at his "home" before 
described. Walking out from his camp accompanied by "Colonel" (his dog), and being fully 
accoutered, he reached the brow of a hill, and discovered in the vale below him about thirty or 
forty Indians reclining upon the ground, with their rifles by their sides, and their knives and 
tomahawks in their belts. This was a more formidable array of Indians than he had ever 
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before seen and he paused to solve in his own mind the question as to whether their "intents 
were wicked or charitable." This question, much to his relief, was not long in being 
determined- for, very soon his presence was discovered by one of the Indians, who gave a 
slight ejaculation of surprise, followed by the salutation "Co-hou-joh?" which subsequently , 
on learning something of their language, he understood to mean, "How do you do, sir?" The 
entire body at once rose to their feet, and, with the breech of their guns directed toward Mr. 
Ford, in token of their friendly disposition, they ascended the hill to the place where he stood, 
and gathering about him, opened a conversation. 

The first inquiry was, "You white man?" 

EY GS.) 

"Where you live?" 

Mr. Ford pointed in the direction of his cabin. 

"Oh, yes! Me see your fire last night." 


From this favorable introduction until the close of their trapping season and their departure 
from the vicinity, Mr. Ford and his red neighbors were on terms of the most cordial friendship. 
( The date, at this time, was circa 1820.) 


Sometime after the circumstance above related, a party undertook a hunting expedition to the 
Black River country, consisting of Mr. Ford, Adam Smith, William Freeman, Vincent 
Goldsmith , and his son, Nicholas, ( the latter, however, not being a hunter, but attending the 
party as their cook and camp keeper.) The party were provided each with a horse and a 
sufficient quantity of flour, salt, cooking utensils, etc. On the evening of the first day they had 
reached their hunting ground, erected a camp-house and placed bells and spancels upon their 
horses. Having concluded these preparations, the next business of the hunters was to go forth 
and kill meat for their supper and breakfast. After traveling about a half mile, Mr. Ford shot a 
deer, which continuing on its course, ran to within a few rods of the camp and fell dead. By 
the time he had returned, the animal was dressed ready for broiling. 


All the party who had thus gone out for game, except the above named William Freeman, 
returned in good time. As the hours passed, and this companion who was among the best and 
most courageous hunters of the party, failed to appear, they began to feel uneasy regarding his 
safety. About midnight, however, much to their relief, he returned and gave this explanation 
of his adventures. It appears that, at a distance of about five or six miles from the camp, he 
had been attacked, a short time after nightfall, by a pack of wolves , and his only safety was in 
climbing a tree. This tree the beasts would surround, making the wildemess echo with their 
howls, and tearing up the earth with their feet, while Mr. Freeman would load from his place 
in the tree and fire into their midst. After a while they retreated, when he descended to the 
ground , and proceeding rapidly on his way, he was again attacked, and again secured himself 
in the branches of another tree. After several successive attacks and escapes in the way 
described, he finally, about midnight, was enabled to reach his friends at the camp. 


On the second day the company started out on the chase, and two of the hunters fell in with a 
band of Indians. The latter expressed to these their indignation that white men should trespass 
upon what they claimed as exclusively their hunting grounds, and threatened, unless the white 
men would break up their camp and depart from the country, to kill their horses and destroy 
their other property. This so terrified the white men whom they addressed, that they forthwith 
returned to the camp, saddled the whole troop of horses, and taking with them the entire camp 
equipage, set out for home, without waiting to communicate with Messrs. Ford and Freeman, 
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who were pursuing their hunting in another direction. When the two later returned in the 
evening, they found their horses gone, their camp deserted, and destitute even of provisions 
and cooking utensils, save only a little sack of flour and a tin cup , which, in their fright and 
flight, their late associates had inadvertently left behind them. Ford and Freeman had returned 
with appetites sharpened by a protracted chase and a long fast, and here they found themselves 
with abundance of game, a little flour, but no vessel in which to cook the latter. After 
deliberating some time upon their situation, Mr. Freeman proposed to Mr. Ford that if he 
would procure water they would speedily have bread. The latter at once betook himself to the 
river and, on his return with his cup filled, he found that his comrade in the mean time had 
cast his flour on the inside of a fresh deer-skin, and requested Mr. Ford to pour on the water. 
This was done, and the unleavened and unsalted paste was very soon prepared for baking- the 
venison roasting on a forked stick and the "bread,” if such it might be named, baking amid the 
embers of the fire. The only difficulty encountered in the eating of the fresh bread was, that 
when they came to use it, they found a rather too liberal seasoning of hair, which cemented it 
so closely as to require much exercise of the teeth to masticate. Supper, however, like the one 
described, was enjoyed as few indeed who reside in palaces and are clad in purple and fine 
linen enjoy their food; and the hunters wrapped their blankets around them and committed 
themselves to refreshing sleep and pleasant dreams. 


On the next morning, unawed by the threats of Indians or the desertion of their colleagues, 
they resolved to pursue their hunting. Accordingly, after their breakfast, they resumed the 
chase, frequently receiving their warnings and menaces against themselves and all white 
"trespassers" upon their grounds. Late in the evening, on returning in search of his camp, 
accompanied by his canine friend, "Colonel," Mr. Ford found himself suddenly assailed and 
surrounded by a pack of Indian dogs, sufficient in number to overwhelm him. While he, by 
the vigorous use of his gun as a club, and "Colonel," by the judicious use of his teeth, were 
keeping this dog army at bay, three Indians were discovered rapidly nearing them with their 
drawn knives, but whether to aid the dogs in their murderous demonstrations, or whether as a 
relief force for Mr. Ford, was a matter of doubt with him for a moment. This doubt, however, 
was removed on approach of the Indians, who immediately fell upon their own dogs, and 
aided Mr. Ford and "Colonel" in driving them away, and thus closing the contest. The 
Indians then greeted Mr. Ford in a very friendly pantomime, (they being unable to talk 
English, and he not then being enabled to understand or speak their language,) and inferring 
that he was in search of his camp, they indicated by motion and signs, which he could not fail 
to understand, the direction and distance to his quarter. On reaching there, he found his now 
only remaining comrade awaiting his arrival. A supper of the same material that had made 
their bill of fare of the night before was prepared, and eaten with the same hearty relish. 


On the morning following, they sought a new hunting ground on Buck Creek; but here, also, 
they found Indians very abundant and equally as ill disposed as those they had met before; and 
after spending another day in this neighborhood they returned home.

This court having 
examined said account do find the same accurate and find that there comes into the hands of said 
Administratrix the sum of $157.88 and that she has paid out in discharge of debts, funeral 
expenses, cost of administration the sum of $24.46 leaving a balance in her hands of $133.42 
One half which being $66.71 belongs to the said administratrix, she being the widow of the 
deceased, and the other half, the said amount of $66.71, ia in her hands to be paid out to the 
heirs of said deceased or their guardians. 
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This is the best interpretation I could make from the copy of the original probate 
document on file in the probate court of Ashland County, Ohio. Ashland County was 
originally a part of Richland County.. 
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married September 14, 1832 to Martha Dancer, a native of Jefferson County, Ohio, born June 
5, 1817, a daughter of John and Elizabeth Dancer. In March, 1830 Mr. and Mrs. Freeman and 
Mr. and Mrs. Dancer came to DeKalb County. Mr. Freeman bought the farm on section 30 
known as the Miller farm where he has since lived. He owns fifty-nine acres of choice land, 
and his residence and farm buildings are models of architecture. To Mr. and Mrs. Freeman 
have been born thirteen children, eleven of whom lived to maturity. The youngest and eldest 
died in infancy. 


Mr. Freeman was reared in the Methodist Episcopal church and since 1830 has been an active 
member of the society. In politics Mr. Freeman is a Republican, but in local elections sets 
aside political differences and votes for the man he considers most fitted for the place. Mr. 
Freeman's grandfather, Samuel Freeman, bore an honorable part in the war for the 
independence of the colonies.

Is is not often that the newspaper writer is called upon to chronicle a more heart rendering accident than that 
which befell little Kermit Freeman, the three year old son of Mr. and Mrs. geal eo Freeman, ate on the 
Little farm midway to Garrett. 


On Friday afternoon Mr. Freeman drove to the Grogg gravel pit north of his home after a load of gravel and the 
boy accompanied him as he had done frequently before. It was necessary to open the gate leading to the pit and 
as his father jumped from the wagon his coat caught on the spring seat tilting it somewhat and the boy toppled 
off, striking the ground with much force and directly in front of one of the wheels, and had it not been for the 
promptness of the father in stopping the team one wheel would have passed over the boy's head. 


The innocent babe, who but a few minutes before was braving the cold to accompany his father for a ride, was 
soon hurried to the hospital at Garrett, but in spite of skilled doctors and trained nurses, he died a few hours 


later. 


Funeral services were held Sunday afternoon from Cedar Chapel and the remains were laid to rest in the

ISRAEL BOYER. -In section 3-4, Sunfield township, is situated the fine homestead farm of this honored pioneer, 
who has here resided from his childhood days and who represented Eaton county as a loyal soldier of the Union in 
the war of the Rebellion. He was born in Little Falls, Herkimer county, New York, April 23, 1843, being a son of 
Henry and Catherine (Newman) Boyer, the former of whom was likewise native of Little Falls. where he was born 
December 2, 1812, a son of Henry Boyer, Sr., and he died in Roxand township, Eaton county, Michigan, at the 
age of seventy-five years; his wife was born in New York state, August 22, 1817, and still resides on the old 
homestead farm, in Roxand township, being eighty-nine years of age at the time this sketch is prepared. Henry 
Boyer came to Michigan in 1837 and purchased one hundred acres of heavily timbered land, in section 4, Chester 
township, this county. Shortly afterward he returned to New York and was there married, remaining in the old 
Empire state until 1847, when he came with his family to Eaton county to take up a permanent residence. He 
erected a log house on his land and there continued to reside until 1865, when he sold the property and purchased 
forty acres of timbered land, in Roxand township. He reclaimed this tract from the wilderness and there passed 
the remainder of his life, while to him was always given the unqualified esteem and confidence of his fellow men. 
He joined the Republican party at the time of its organization and took a loyal interest in public affairs, but never 
sought or held office. Of the children who attained maturity the following data are entered: Mary is widow of 
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Frederick Boyer, of Gratiot county; Israel, subject of this sketch, was the second child; Jane Ann is the wife of 
William Gould, of Roxand township; Jorum H. was a soldier in the civil war and died while in the service, at 
Yellow Church, Virginia; Sophronia is the wife of David Litchfield and resides in the village of Mulliken, this 
county. Israel Boyer was about four years of age at the time of his parents removal from New York to Michigan, 
and he grew up vigorous in mind and body under the discipline of the pioneer farm, early beginning to contribute 
his quota to its work and the while attending the little district school as opportunity offered. At the age of 
eighteen years he found employment by the month at farm work, and continued thus engaged until the nation's 
integrity was imperiled by armed rebellion, when he subordinated all other interests to respond to President 
Lincoln's call for volunteers, enlisting, in August, 1861, as a private in Company C, Eighth Michigan Volunteer 
Infantry, with which he was in active service until October, 1862, when he received his honorable discharge. He 
then re-enlisted, becoming a member of Company A of the First United States Engineers & Mechanics, and with 
this important command he was assigned to the Army of the Potomac, continuing in the regular army service until 
the close of the war, when he again received an honorable discharge. He took part in the second battle of Bull 
Run and the hotly contested battles of South Mountain and Antietam; during the summer of 1862 was with his 
original regiment in South Carolina, being present at the capture of Fort Pulaski and being at the time on the 
steamer "Vanderbilt." He was never wounded or taken prisoner, but gave the best of his abilities and powers to 
the preservation of the Union, making a record of which lie, as well as his descendants, may well feel proud. He 
has never asked for a pension, though he is entitled to six dollars a month under the provisions of the new service 
law. He desires no further recompense for duty performed. After the war Mr. Boyer returned home and 
purchased eighty acres of wild land, in Roxand township. He reclaimed this tract to cultivation and there 
continued to reside until 1880, when he sold the property and purchased an unimproved farm of eighty acres in the 
same township. He built a house on this land and lived there one year, in the meanwhile clearing twenty acres. He 
then old the place and bought a home in Vermontville township, and here he continued to reside until 1895, when 
be purchased his present attractive farm, in Sunfield township. He has since bought an adjoining tract of forty 
acres and now has one of the valuable farms of the township, having improved the dwelling and having erected a 
large barn and other buildings, while thrift and prosperity are in evidence throughout. He is free from 
indebtedness and yet has no desire to abate his labors. finding his greatest pleasure in productive work, even 
though he might relegate the same to others. He is independent in his political views, and only two men for whom 
he has voted have attained the presidential chair - Grover Cleveland and Theodore Roosevelt. Mr. Bover is a 
valued and appreciative cornrade in the Grand Army of the Republic, being affiliated with the post at 
Vermontville. In September, 1869, Mr. Boyer was united in marriage to Miss Harriet A. Clayton, who was born 
in the state of New York, in September, 1847, and who died in May, 1885. She was a daughter of William 
Clayton, who passed his entire life in the state of New York. Of the six children of this union only two attained 
maturity--Susan, who is the wife of Eugene Darkin, residing on the forty-acre farm last purchased by, her father; 
and Howard, who remains with his father and who has recently purchased a well improved farm of sixty acres, in 
his home township.

HISTORY of the LOUCKS SCHOOL 

Dist. #12 Roxand twp., Eaton Co. Mich. 


(Jake) Jacob M. Loucks and his wife Sarah (Boyer) were one of the first families that settled on a timber covered 
trail that would later be called Loucks Road. This was in the 1850's. There was a genuine need of a school as 
several families settled in the area. Jacob Loucks donated the land for a school which was named After him. 
Church, Funerals, and other community functions were to be held in the school. 

The log school was built in 1858 taking about a week to complete. Some of the men who worked on the 
building were: Wm Gould, Henry Boyer, Jacob Loucks, Jerome Wheeler, John R. Bennett, Job T. Freeman.., John 
Doyle, Bill Ludbrook., Reed Hale, and Zeron Brown. Large timbers that covered the site were used for the 
school. 

The logs were peeled and placed on location, a shake roof on wood poles and a log puncheon floor-- added on 
one side, was all done in three days. A few days more, a portion of one log of two sides was taken out and glass 
window panes put in. A chimney was made, then a door a wooden latch. This door was never locked. The desks 
were long boards on pegs against the wall. Seats were long green slabs left rough from the carpenters planes. The 
roof slanted for better heat circulation. 

Here are names of a few students taught, the last year the old log school existed: Lottie Bennett Tubbs, Dey 
Keefer, Mariah Gould, Etta Gould, and a Van Nortwick. There must have been many more attending that last 
year in the log school house. 

Other people living in the area were: S.Edgel, H. Hale, J. Freeman, S. Kimmel, Wm Darken, Wm Haddix, W. 
Huffman, I. Newman, J. Wheeler, A. Bemis., John Bosworth., T.E. Moyer, John & Ed Bennett, HH. Ewing, W. 
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Ludbrook, John Doyle, Zeron Brown, & L. DeFew. 

In March of 1877, the district bought % acre of land from Sarah (Boyer) Loucks for the sum $20.00. A frame 
schoolhouse was built in 1880 , where the nearby log school stood. This building burned January of 1928 and 
school was held in the old Gould home across the road until the present Schoolhouse was ready for that fall. 

Many teachers taught at both the old log and frame schools. Many of the old records have burned or been 
destroyed. Miss. Cora Kenyon has given us some information as what a teachers’ contract was like in 1889, when 
her sister Lucy Kenyon taught at the Loucks school. Her contract to teach was for 2 1/2 months, beginning 
April.1899 for the sun of $20.00 per month. For this amount she was also to keep order and do her own janitor 
work. She also taught for 3 months during the Winter term beginning Dec. 1899. Teachers who taught in the 
earlier days received $1.25 per month plus -their board and room.
